one. Let a board of the best medical m| 
iu each county bo established as n bquril j 
inquiry to estimate tbe cost of crimes 
milled when under the iuilucuce of lk|uo 
dealt out by all dealers in the 
compounds, whether in saloons or sump 
rooms.
